Upon  motion  by  W.  H.  Johnson,  Jr.  and  seconded,  the 
resolution  was  approved.  A  copy  is  attached  hereto  as  a  part  of 
these  minutes.  Miss  Wood  asked  Mr.  Johnson  to  read  the  resolution 
at  the  alumni  banquet  to  follow. 

Bobby  Everett  read  a  resolution  commending  the  East  Central 
Junior  College  football  team  and  coaches  for  compiling  a  record 
of  five  wins  and  two  losses  thus  far  for  the  1965  season.  Upon 
motion  by  Bobby  Everett  and  seconded,  the  resolution  was  adopted 
and  a  copy  is  attached  hereto  as  a  part  of  these  minutes.  Miss 
Wood  asked  Mr.  Everett  to  read  the  resolution  at  the  alumni  banquet. 

Miss  Wood  announced  that  the  historical  material  on  display 
in  the  private  dining  room  regarding  East  Central  had  been  given 
to  the  Alumni  Association  by  former  students  and  friends.  She 
asked  the  Association's  wishes  regarding  the  material.  W.  H. 
Johnson,  Jr,  commended  Miss  Wood  for  the  outstanding  job  she  has 
done  as  Alumni  Association  president  and  made  a  motion  that  the 
Association  go  on  record  as  thanking  Miss  Wood  for  the  work  she 
has  done  and  for  collecting  the  historical  material.  The  motion

Miss  Wood  read  Administrative  Memo  Number  Ten  to  the  group 
and  asked  that  the  association  respond  to  it.  She  stated  that  she 
had  answered  the  memorandum  and  that  she  had  mailed  copies  of  her 
reply  and  the  memorandum  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  East  Central  Junior  College,  The  memorandum  stated  in  part 
that  no  full-time  employee  of  East  Central  Junior  College  would 
be  permitted  to  hold  an  office  in  the  Alumni  Association,  After 
discussing  the  matter  at  length,  W.  H.  Johnson,  Jr.  made  the 
following  motion:  That  the  incoming  executive  committee  take  the 
matter  up  with  the  administration  of  the  college  and  determine 
whether  or  not  there  was  any  justification  for  the  issuance  of 


Administrative  Memorandum  Number  Ten,  and  that  the  Executive 
Committee  report  to  the  Association  its  findings.  If  no 
justification  can  be  found  the  committee  will  suggest  that  the 
memorandum  be  rescended.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed, 
Mr.  Bill  Huff,  Chairman  of  the  nominating  Committee  made 
the  following  report  from  the  committee.

HE’S  HANDICAPPED? 


Accountant  Named 
ECJC  ‘Alumnus’ 


DECATUR  -  Leon  Sims,  63, 
highly  successful  Philadelphia 
tax  accountant,  has  been  par¬ 
alyzed  from  the  waist  down  and 
partially  paralyzed  in  his  arms 
since  infancy,  but  has  earned 
his  living  for  42  years. 

Saturday  night,  November  7, 
Sims  was  named  “Alumnus  of 
the  Year"  by  the  East  Central 
Junior  College  Alumni  Associa¬ 
tion  and  honored  at  the  associa¬ 
tion's  annual  banquet  on  the 
campus. 

State  Welfare  Commissioner 
Arthur  Wm^tead,  a  life-long 
friend  z-J  former  schoolmate, 
presented  Sims  a  plaque,  and 
paid  tribute  to  his  life  and 
work. 

“Leon  Sims  deserves  more 
credit  than  any  Individual  1 
know,"  said  Winstead.  "He  asks 
no  odds,  no  favors.  He  makes 
his  own  way,  is  honest  and  ca¬ 
pable/* 

Winstead  said  Sims  had  "ren¬ 
dered  a  greai  service  to  the 
rural  people  of  Neshoba  county 
by  helping  the  eligible  to  secure 
Social  Security  coverage.*1 
He  pointed  out  that  Sims  has 
htebu  TiigUy  successful  in  his 
work  and  is  married  to  one  of 
Philadelphia's  loveliest  wom¬ 
en,"  the  former  Virginia  Sand¬ 
ers,  of  Memphis,  a  nurse  at  the 
Indian  Center. 

Born  near  Union  in  Neshoba 
county  to  the  late  B.  F.  Sims 
and  Mrs,  Sims,  Leon  at  two  and 
a  half  years  was  stricken  with 
poliomyelitis*  The  disease  left 
the  little  boy  completely  par¬ 
alyzed  in  his  legsT  and  partially 
paralyzed  in  his  arms. 

Until  he  was  16,  Leon  got 
about  only  by  crawling  or  by 
being  carried*  Enrolled  as  a 
ninth  grade  student  at  Newton 
County  Agricultural  High  School 
(now  East  Central  Junior  Col¬ 
lege)  ,  Decatur,  the  youth  was 
carried  up  and  down  stairs  and 
to  and  from  classes  by  willing 
schoolmates* 

In  1924*  through  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  the  Civilian  (now  Voca¬ 
tional)  Rehabilitation  Division, 
State  Department  of  Education, 
young  Sims  entered  the  Hospi¬ 
tal  for  Crippled  Adults  in  Mem¬ 
phis.  There  for  a  period  of  six 
months  he  underwent  three  op¬ 
erations  to  lengthen  the  tendons* 
of  his  legs*  He  was  fitted  with 
braces,  and  furnished  crutches. 

Leon  stayed  out  of  school 
through  1925,  learning  to  walk 


completed  Newton  AHS  In  1923, 
and  for  four  years  eked  out  a 
living  as  a  part-time  salesman 
of  office  supplies* 

"It  was  hard  going— right  in 
the  middle  of  the  depression— 
but  Leon  Sims  never  com¬ 
plained.  He  was  independent  In 
spirit  then,  as  he  Is  today,"  said 
Winstead. 

In  1932,  Sims  entered  Cum-' 
berland  University,  Lebanon, 
Tenn.,  to  study  business  law.  He 
was  graduated  in  1953,  and 
launched  his  business  In  Fnila 


delphia.  Sims  did  title  work  and 
brokerage  work  for  major  oil 
companies  and  others.  In  1966, 
he  established  his  accounting 
office,  Leon  M*  Sims  Tax  Ser¬ 
vice. 

“Leon  Sims  has  done  exceed¬ 
ingly  well  in  his  business,  and  is 
well-known  and  respected/* 1 
Winstead  stated, 

“Tve  done  no  more  than  any 
man,  given  the  opportunity, 
ought  to  do/1  Sims  said* 

Of  the  Vocational  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Division  program,  he  said: 
'Vocational  Rehabilitation  is 
doing  a  wonderful  work*  It 
made  a  change  in  my  life*  It 
got  me  up  out  of  the  dust  where 
I  could  make  a  living*** 

Paul  Simmons,  Louisville, 
president  of  the  ECJC  Alumni, 
presided  at  the  banquet,  which 
was  held  in  Mabry  Memorial 
Cafeteria* 
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OH,  VERB  IE  LOVORN  PREVOST 

Dr,  Verbie  Ijovron  Prevost,  voted 
"Alumna  of  the  YearJIT  serves  as 
coordinator  of  English  Developmen¬ 
tal  .Studies  and  Acting  Director  of 
English  Composition  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Tennessee  at  Chattanooga. 

Dr  Prevost  is  a  graduate  of 
Thomas  town  High  School  where  she 
was  class  valedictorian. 

She  continued  her  education  at 
East  Central  Junior  College  and  was 
named  salutatorian.  She  received 
her  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  from 
Mississippi  College  and  she  earned 
the  Ph.D.  in  American  Literature 
from  the  University  of  Mississippi, 
Dr.  Prevost  has  also  studied  at  the 
Yeats  International  School  in  $iigoT 
Ireland. 

While  at  East  Central,  whe  was  a 
member  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  Sigma 
Tau  Sigma,  Baptist  Student  Union, 
concert  choir,  Tom-Tom  staff,  and 
the  college  speech  team.

Following  her  graduation  from 
Mississippi  College,  Dr.  Prevost 
returned  to  East  Central  and  taught 
English  for  one  year  She  then  ac¬ 
cepted  a  position  at  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege.  She  then  was  employed  by  the 
Univeristy  of  Aiamaba  until  being 
named  to  her  current  postiion  at  the 
University  of  Tennessee  at 
Chattanooga, 

Currently,  Dr.  Prevost  is  a 
member  of  the  Educational  Ad¬ 
visory  Board  for  the  Collegiate 
Press  and  the  National  Council  of 
the  Teachers  of  English  Committee 
on  Contemporary  Issues.

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Blackberry  Picking  Time 

Blackberries  by  June  meant  cobblers,  summer,  and  a  good  year  ahead.

EVERY  YEAR  on  June  k  my  mater¬ 
nal  grandmother  celebrated  her 
birthday  and  foretold  the  coming 
year.  Her  fortune  cards  were  a  blackber¬ 
ry  cobbler*  and  reading  the  future  was 
easy.  The  presence  of  a  fresh  blackbern 
cobbler  insured  a  year  of  good  fortune 
while  its  absence  indicated  a  year  of  un¬ 
mitigated  disasters.  In  centra]  Mississip¬ 
pi  Grandma  usually  found  enough 
berries  for  her  birthday  cobbler. 

One  year,  however,  all  efforts  bv  the 
entire  family  failed  10  produce  a  single- 
fresh  hern  on  June  )  ♦  When  my  mother 
tried  to  substitute  a  cobbler  made  from 
canned  berries,  Grandma  pooh-poohed 
such  attempts  and  foresaw  a  year  of 
death  and  destruction.  Sure  enough, 
Bessie-Gran dnia’s  favorite  cow-died,  a 
hawk  devoured  an  entire  setting  of 
chickens,  and  the  worst  drought  of  the 
decade  devastated  our  crops. 

All  year  we  listened  politely  in 
Grandma's  endless  Cassandra-like  wail¬ 
ings,  but  somehow  we  five 
grandchildren  couldn't  see  the  connec¬ 
tion  between  blackberries  not  being  ripe 
by  June  1  and  Bessie's  death  in  October. 
We  were  even  more  impatient  than 
Grandma  for  blackberry  season  to 
begin.  For  us,  blackberries  meant  being 
out  of  school,  going  barefooted,  catch¬ 
ing  long  strings  of  huge  bream,  smelling 
newly  plowed  soil,  and  feasting  on  fresh 
blackberries  and  blackberry  cobblers. 
Most  years  the  berries  were  early- 
often  arriving  in  late  May— and  abun¬ 
dant.  Purple  stains  covered  our  tongues 
and  mouths  and  ruined  many  a  piece  of 
clothing,  A  purple  tinge  remained 
under  our  fingernails  throughout  the 
season  as  we  devoured  pounds  of  fresh 
berries  straight  from  the  vines,  oblivious 
to  bugs,  worms*  or  dirt. 

Blackberries  even  eased  die  burden  of 
long  work  days.  Since  most  of  our  cot¬ 
ton  and  com  fields  were  edged  by  wild 
blackberry  vines,  the  berries  were  a 
reward  waiting  at  the  end  of  each  row. 
An  indulgent  father  only  occasionally 


lost  patience  when  short  snacks  turned 
into  long  feasts-and  lost  work  time. 
During  lunch  breaks  or  those  rare  rime* 
we  got  caught  up  on  chores,  we 
grandchildren  grabbed  pails  and 
headed  to  tire  i  ines. 

One  June  our  enthusiasm  for  black¬ 
berries  dampened  temporarily.  During 
a  lunch  break  we  were  having  only

moderate  success  with  our  picking  when 
the  eldest  grandchild  spotted  several 
heavily  laden  vines  just  across  the  pas¬ 
ture  fence.  We  gingerly  climbed 
through  the  barbed  wire  fence,  but  we 
lost  our  initial  apprehension  as  we" 
started  grabbing  berries  by  the  handfuls. 
Because  we  were  trying  to  out  pick 
each  other,  the  onh  sound  was  an  oc¬ 
casional  "ouch"  when  a  thorn  grabbed 
an  exposed  piece  ol  flesh.  Despite  the 
adults'  admonitions,  we  children  sel¬ 
dom  dressed  properly  for  blackberry 
picking.  Covering  ourselves  completely 


to  go  out  in  the  Mississippi  noon  heat 
seemed  too  high  a  price  to  pay  to  avoid 
a  few  scratches. 

About  that  time,  Grandchild  Two 
screamed,  "Snake!"  Our  split-sec  on d 
hesitation  was  followed  with  a  sudden 
burst  of  energy.  Grandchild  Three,  the 
most  fearful,  dropped  her  bowl  where 
she  stood  and  dove  headfirst  through 
the  barbed  w  ire  fence  back  into  the  pas¬ 
ture.  Though  a  slight  child,  she  was 
unable  to  maintain  the  arrow  position 
necessary  to  avoid  injury*  and  ugh  red 
scratches  filled  rapidly  with  blood. 

Scratches  soon  heal,  though,  and  even 
memories  of  monstrous  snakes  fade 
rapidly  amid  the  call  of  wild  blackber¬ 
ries,  We  grandchildren  continued  to 
greet  each  blackberry  season  with  the 
unbridled  joy  of  youth. 

Childhood  days  of  blackberry  seasons 
pa sse  d-as  such  d  ay  s  a  re  woi  s  t  to  dc >.  >  w 
I  live  several  hundred  miles  from  that 
Mississippi  farm  of  my  youth,  and  I  see 
blackberry  vines  mostly  from  mv  car  as  1 
speed  down  the  interstate.  When  June 
arrives  each  year,  though*  I  find  myself 
slowing  down  long  enough  to  distin¬ 
guish  the  succulent  dark  berries  hang¬ 
ing  from  the  vines.  I  allow  my  mouth  to 
start  watering  and  my  mind  to  drift 
toward  the  land  of  childhood  nostalgia. 

Then  1  quickly  remind  myself  that  I’m 
in  a  hurry  for  an  appointment,  that  I’m 
not  properly  dressed  for  berry  picking, 
or  that  I  don't  have  a  suitable  container 
for  berries.  My  car  gradual h  picks  up 
speed  again,  and  the  berries  blur  and 
then  become  indisringuishabte-akmg 
with  my  memories  of  past  blackbern 
pickings.  But  1  sometimes  wonder  if  mv 
June-maybe  my  whole  year-woukln't  be 
belter  if  1  succ  umbed  lo  the  momentary 
longing  to  stop  and  pick  enough  black¬ 
berries  for  at  least  one  small  cobbler.

EAST  CENTRAL  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  ALUMNI 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 
Name 


The  name  of  the  Association  shall  be  known  as  East  Central  Community  College  Alumni 
Association  and  its  domicile  shall  be  at  East  Central  Community  College,  Decatur, 
Mississippi. 


ARTICLE  II 
Purpose 

The  purposes  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  serve  as  a  link  between  the  institution  and  its 
alumni,  faculty  and  friends  and  to  promote  the  welfare  and  success  of  the  institution. 


ARTICLE  III 
Membership 

Former  students,  faculty,  staff  members,  administrators  and  friends  are  eligible  for 

membership  in  the  Association. 

Membership  in  this  Association  shall  consist  of  the  following  groups:  Active,  Life, 

Associate,  and  Honorary 

Section  I.  Active  Membership.  An  Alumnus  who  has  paid  the  current  annual  dues 
prescribed  by  the  Association.  An  active  membership  entitles  the  member 
to  vote  and  to  hold  an  office  in  the  Association. 

Section  II.  Life  Membership.  Those  members  who  have  purchased  their  life 

Memberships  according  to  the  dues  prescribed  by  the  Association.  Life 
membership  may  be  either  active  or  associate. 

Section  III.  Associate  Membership.  Any  interested  person  who  has  paid  the  current 
.Annual  dues  prescribed  by  the  Association.  An  associate  member  is 
entitled  to  all  privileges  of  the  Association  with  the  exception  of  voting 
and  holding  office.  (An  associate  member  is  not  an  alumnus  of  the 
institution). 


Section  IV,  Honorary  Membership.  Issued  to  friends  who  have  made  outstanding 

contributions  to  East  Central  Community  College;  retired  faculty  and  staff 
members  who  have  served  at  least  fifteen  years  at  East  Central 
Community  College;  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  East  Central 
Community  College. 

Each  graduate  of  East  Central  Community  College  shall  receive  one  year  free  active 
membership  in  the  Alumni  Association  the  year  following  graduation. 


ARTICLE  IV 

Officers  and  Board  of  Directors 


Section  I.  The  elected  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  president,  the  vice- 
President,  and  the  secretary.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
Homecoming  meeting  for  a  term  of  one  year,  effective  at  the  time  of 
election. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Association,  appoint  necessary  committees,  and  call  business 
meetings. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vice-president  to  act  in  the  capacity  of  the 
President  during  the  president's  absence. 

C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Association  and  to  make  such  reports  at  the 
meetings. 

Section  II.  There  shall  be  a  Vice  President  for  Foundation  and  Alumni  Relations, 
appointed  by  the  College  President. 

Section  III.  There  shall  be  a  20  member  Board  of  Directors  composed  of  the 
Association  Officers,  the  President  of  the  College,  the  Vice  President  for 
Student  Services,  a  representative  of  the  recruiting  office,  the  immediate 
past  Association  President,  two  representatives  from  each  of  the  five 
supporting  counties  in  the  East  Central  Community  College  District 
and  three  members-at-large  representing  those  alumni  living  outside 
the  East  Central  Community’  College  District.  Association  officers 
shall  not  hold  an  officer’s  position  and  be  a  county  or  out-of-district 
representative. 

County  and  at  large  representatives  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Association 
officers  after  conferring  with  fellow  alumni  from  the  District  and 
members  at  large. 


Other  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  include  a  faculty 
representative  and  a  student  representative.  These  two  shall  be 
appointed  each  year  in  September  by  the  Association  president  and  their 
responsibility  shall  be  to  advise  the  Alumni  Association  in  such  matters 
that  will  make  the  Association  more  effective  from  a  faculty-student  point 
of  view. 

The  Vice  President  for  Foundation  and  Alumni  Relations  shall  be  an 
Ex-Officio  member  of  this  Board. 

Section  IV.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  Alumni 
Association  President  and  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
appointed  by  the  Association  President.  This  committee  shall  act  between 
meetings  of  the  board  upon  matters  deemed  necessary  by  the  Alumni 
President  or  the  Vice  President  for  Foundation  and  Alumni  Relations. 

Section  V.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  two  times  a  year,  in  the  spring  and  prior 
to  Homecoming,  and/or  upon  call  of  the  Association  president. 

Section  VII.  Routine  expenditures  shall  be  approved  by  the  Vice  President  for 
Foundation  and  Alumni  Relations. 


ARTICLE  V 

Adoption  and  Amendments 

Section  I.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  or  adopted  at  any  regular  meeting  by 
three-fourths  of  those  present. 


ARTICLE  VI 
Alumni  of  the  Year 

A  male  and  a  female  Alumnus  of  the  Year  shall  be  selected  each  year  and  honored  at 
Homecoming.  Those  selected  must  have  been  enrolled  as  a  student  at  East  Central 
Community  College;  however,  actual  graduation  is  not  required. 

The  Alumni  of  they  Year  awards  shall  be  selected  by  a  secret  vote  of  an  Alumni  of  the 
Year  Committee.  Said  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Association  president  and 
shall  be  composed  of  three  alumni  from  each  of  the  five  counties  in  the  East  Central 
Community  College  District  and  three  alumni  outside  the  district. 


Nomination  for  Alumni  of  the  Year  may  be  made  by  any  alumnus  of  East  Central  Junior 
College  and  shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Vice  President  for  Foundation  and 
Alumni  Relations. 

Nomination  for  Alumni  of  the  Year  must  be  made  by  the  published  deadline  each  year. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Outstanding  Faculty  of  the  Year 

One  academic  and  one  vocational-technical  faculty  member  will  be  selected  each  year  as 
Outstanding  Faculty  of  the  Year.  They  shall  be  nominated  by  any  faculty  member, 
student  of  former  student  of  the  college  and  elected  by  a  secret  “Faculty  of  the  Year” 
committee.  Said  committee  will  be  composed  of  two  college  administrators,  two  faculty 
members  and  two  members  of  the  alumni  association  who  are  not  employed  by  the 
college. 


ARTICLE  VIII 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 


Three  former  athletes  will  be  selected  each  year  for  membership  in  the  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame.  Any  alumnus  may  nominate  and  election  will  be  by  a  committee  of  eleven  (11) 
former  varsity  athletes  consisting  of  two  from  each  of  the  five  supporting  counties  in  the 
district  and  one  from  outside  the  district. 


ARTICLE  IX 
Alumni  Year 


The  Alumni  Fiscal  Year  shall  begin  on  July  1  and  continue  for  twelve  months,  ending  on 
the  following  June  30. 


BYLAWS 


ARTICLE  I 
Dues 

The  Alumni  Association  Board  of  Directors  shall  set  annual  dues  for  active  and 
associate  memberships. 

Dues  for  life  membership  may  be  purchased  for  $100  for  individuals  and  $150  for 
couples. 

There  shall  be  no  dues  charged  for  honorary  memberships. 

ARTICLE  II 
Income  and  Expenditures 

Financial  support  of  the  Association  shall  be  derived  from  three  sources,  membership 
dues,  gifts  and  budgeted  college  funds.  Income  from  membership  dues  and  gifts  is  to  be 
used  for  alumni  promotions  and  special  projects  and  as  a  supplement  to  the  college 
budgeted  funds. 

All  alumni  income  and  expenditures  shall  be  handled  through  the  college  Business 
Office. 

Funds  received  through  the  Association  from  dues,  gifts  or  whatever  source  shall  be  used 
solely  for  the  betterment  of  East  Central  Community  College  and  its  alumni  and  friends 
and  shall  not  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  one  person. 

All  alumni  income  and  expenditures  shall  be  audited  annually.

“We 
talked  this  morning'  and  1  told  him  he  was  going  to 
have  to  let  me  have  a  little  piece  of  the  pie  Thurs¬ 
day  night.  He  already  knocked  my  boys  out  ” 

Steps  in  during  financial  pinch 

Ross,  especially,  respects  what  Spiva  will  try  to 
accomplish. 

"People  whoVe  never  done  it  just  can't  realize 
all  the  time  you  spend  in  a  gym  if  you're  trying  to 
coach  two  different  teams  and  do  it  right,"  he  said. 

This  is  Spiva’s  first  full  season  coaching  both 
teams.  He  has  coached  the  Cold  water  girls  to  three 
state  championships,  including  the  last  two.  He 
took  over  the  boys  team  this  season  when  Kenzaki 
Jones  left  Coldwater  for  nearby  Senatobia  in  mid- 
July. 

As  is  the  case  with  so  many  Mississippi  high 
schools,  Coldwater  and  the  Tate  County  schools 
are  facing  severe  financial  strain.  One  way  to  cut 
costs  is  to  have  one  basketball  coach  for  two 
teams, 

"It  did  help  us  financially  for  Coach  Spiva  to 
take  the  boys  job,"  said  Tate  County  Schools 
Superintendent  Gary  Walker.  "But  to  be  honest, 
Wert  is  such  a  talented  man,  such  a  maiiof  charac¬ 
ter,  that  we  thought  it  was  the  best  solution  given 
the  time  frame,” 

Given  the  opportunity,  Spiva  accepted  the  addi¬ 
tional  task. 

“I  coach  most  of  these  same  boys  in  track  and 
field  anyway,”  Spiva  said,  “I  already  had  a  relation¬ 
ship  with  them,  I  was  used  to  them  and  they  were 
used  to  me,  for  better  or  worse," 

Several  of  Mississippi's  most  successful  baske  t  ¬ 


ball  coaches  —  men  like  Norris  Asliiey  of  Ingomar, 
Archie  Carlyle  of  Yazoo  City  and  George  Willis  of 
Hollandale  Simmons — have  won  both  boys  and 
girls  titles  in  different  years.  Nobody — at  least 
nobody  in  Mississippi  High  School  Acti  vities  Asso¬ 
ciation  records — has  won  both  in  the  same  year. 

Girls  easier  to  coach  than  boys 

The  key  to  making  the  quick  switch  from  one 
team  to  the  other  on  the  same  night  is  pre-game- 
day  preparation,  Spiva  said. 

"By  the  time  I'm  ready  to  go  in  afterlhe  girls 
games,  the  boys  have  already  come  out  on  the  floor 
for  wTarm-ups,”  he  said.  "You  better  have  done  all 
the  preparation  beforehand,  because  there's  no 
time  in  between.” 

Spiva  uses  similar  systems  for  both  teams. 

"We  don't  change  much,"  he  said,  "We  might  be 
a  little  more  aggressive  defensively  with  the  boys, 
but  we  basically  do  the  same  things," 

Interestingly,  Spiva  agrees  with  fellow  coaches 
Carlyle  and  Ross  about  whether  it's  easier  to  coach 
girls  or  boys, 

"Girls,  definitely,"  Carlyle  said.  "They  don't 
have  the  egos.  They  don't  think  they  already  know 
everything," 

Said  Ross:  "The  girls  don't  watch  as  much  bas¬ 
ketball,  They're  not  out  there  trying  to  be  the  next 
LeBron  James  or  Kobe  Bryant,” 

Spiva,  who  has  spent  most  of  his  career  coach¬ 
ing  girls,  has  proven  this  season  the  same  skills 
apply  to  coaching  either  gender. 

There’s  one  other  constant  that  applies,  Spiva 
said, 

"Having  good  players  and  good  kids  is  the 
biggest  thing,”  he  said.  "We’ve  got  both.1'
